When he was nineteen years old he mar- 
ried his prcKent wife, who was then about 
fourteen years old, and they went to live in 
a little lug cabin which he btul built with his 
own hands. He maUa all tha furniture and 
some of it was beautifully oarvad \>j tbe aid 
of a jack knife. 

Their home was on the edge of the forest, 
wbiob be olaarad littla by little, working for 
farmers at about 18 per month and having 
but little time to work at bomei Still he 
managed to culuvata enough to give them a 
Uving in additloB to hit wagaa Hare the 
first child Was bora. 

During th^ first five yaara of their married 
life ao two worked baniar than thay, and it 
was not long before tbalr iadoatry mmI fru- 
gality began to talL

Chicago, April 7.— Tha quietude which 
followed tha attempt to boycott tbe Burling- 
ton oars was rudely broken by a rumor 
which gained credence among the more rad- 
ieal of tba Burlingtoa^ aa-amployas, that 
the brakemaa of tha road, in conjunction 
with yardman of tha Burlington as are 
known to be loyal to the Rrotherhooil and 
the Switchmen's union, were preparing fur 
a shut-down along the whole line. 

They contended that tbe impotency of tbe 
attanpt of tha switchmen in bringing the 
Bnriington to terma raaultad from a lack of 
aonoerted action, in that tba men went oat 
only here and there, and that with the aid of 
those wh>i l emaiued with tha cumpuuy thu 

itiiriiii^'t^iti sooa had its road la mailing 

order again. 

"I don't know anything about it," said 
Chairman Uoga, "aad if tbara is anything of 
tba kind brewing it ia not with tha Brother 
hood's conaank Wa ara goinc along in the 
way heretofore foUowad. We know the 
Burlington ia killing and maiming people 
through the agency of ita inoompetent en- 
gineers, and that freight and passengi>r en- 
gineers are being wrecked or burmtd out 
every day. When they get tired of tUs they 
will prolMibty see that they can not do with- 
ont the Brotherhood." 

Mr. Hoge turned with evident satisfaction 
to a lengthy letter from Engineer Frazier, 
of Atchison, Kan., chronicling a wreck at 
Humboldt, Neb., in which a conductor, 
brakeman and two traveling men were 
niHiiMe.1.
